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AN AUTHOR'S EYE-VIEW OF 





Arizona History and Libraries 


(A condensation of the talk given to the Arizona State Library 
Association in Prescott Saturday evening, April 7, by Edward H. 
Peplow, Jr., historian, author and lecturer.) 

No author or historian can function effectively without the active 
help of qualified librarians. Too often both writers and librarians lose 
sight of this fact. On the one hand, writers sometimes tend to take for 
granted the help and guidance librarians give them; on the other hand, 
librarians, I suppose, sometimes get discouraged when the daily grind 
seems to go on endlessly without the satisfaction of exciting, tangible 
proof of results obtained. 

Yet there is no author of my acquaintance who, if he were honest, 
would not ascribe a large share of the credit for each of his works pub- 
lished to one librarian or several librarians. Indeed, as is true in my 
own case, librarians frequently are largely responsible for an author’s 
being an author in the first place and for his continuing through the 
long and arduous period of apprenticeship which seems to be neces- 
sary before he can claim any degree of success. 

Thus I say in all honesty I would not have undertaken the rather 
frightening task of preparing a 300,000-word history of Arizona for 
Lewis Historical Publishing Company had it not been for the encour- 
agement and promises of help I received from my librarian friends 
around the state. Before I signed the contract, I asked the advice of a 
charming lady for whom I have the deepest respect and affection, Mrs. 
Alice Goode at the State Library and Archives. Only when she prom- 
ised to read my manuscript before I released it to the publisher and to 
keep me honest did I dare sign the contract. 

The others of your numbers on whom I have relied are too many 
to mention here by name. Suffice it to say, this forthcoming history of 
Arizona will owe whatever merits it might have largely to the help 
and inspiration I have received from librarians; it’s faults will be 
exclusively my own. 

Thus it is in appreciation of your help and encouragement that I

offer you four suggestions. As I research the history of Arizona I find 
no lack of material. Indeed, my problem has become one of selection 
rather than one of digging. However, every place I go I find rich 
sources of previously unpublished and uncatalogued material. The 
principal source is those individuals who have lived all their lives in 
Arizona, the venerable and admirable old timers who personally have 
lived and helped make some of Arizona's most significant history dur- 
ing the past 50-75 years. 

And every day I am saddened to read in the newspapers of the 
passing of one of these old timers. Not only has a wonderful Arizonan 
gone to his or her reward; but with that person has gone a unique 
and irreplaceable bit of Arizona history. 

Every library in the state could be made a treasure trove of authentic 
Arizona history and background material if it had on its shelves typed 
or taped interviews with these old timers. Already there are in many 
towns and sections of the state local historical societies. Should the 
local librarian supply the leadership, I’m sure these societies would be 
easily spurred into gathering the material. 

Second, I'd like to suggest you start an exchange catalogue of 
Arizoniana. These interviews will be infinitely more valuable if their 
existence is known to people throughout the state. So will your collec- 
tions of other Arizona material. If a researcher were able to go into 
any library in the state and discover where he could find a certain map, 
information on a certain individual, etc., the chances are that a great 
deal of the continuing misinformation about Arizona which is written 
and re-written in pulps, movies and many other media could be cor- 
rected. 

Third, I would remind you that some museums have their function 
confused with that of a library. Certain small museums in the state 
have small but valuable collections of books, maps, pamphlets and so 
on. They are not catalogued; they are not publicized; they are not used. 
They simply sit and gather dust. How much better if they were on the 
shelves of an established library under the care of a qualified librarian! 
When included in the exchange catalogue I've’ suggested, they then 
become available for use to any researcher. 

Thus I suggest that you try to talk the museums in your area into 
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xiving or lending you these collections. Call them “The So-And-So 

Museum Collection” to give due credit. If you can’t get physical pos- 

session of them, at least get permission to catalogue them and include 
record of their existence in your exchange catalogue. 

In this same connection I remind you there are a number of excel- 
ent private collections in the state. These you can bid for, try to have 
hem bequeathed to your library when the owner dies. In the mean- 
ime—or even failing that—you can certainly list them in the exchange 
atalogue so a qualified researcher can learn their whereabouts and 
seek permission of the owner to use them. 

Fourth, I have been appalled to find that the best collections of 
\rizonaiana are in places like Los Angeles, Chicago and Morristown, 
N. J. It will be a big task, this thing I am going to suggest; but I am 
sure there is enough persuasiveness and vigor in the ASLA to get the 
ob done. 

Let’s start now trying to figure out a way to get the Munk, the 
Ayers, the Streeter and similar collections back into Arizona where 
they belong! 

You might try a public subscription fund; you might find a few 
wealthy angels; you might approach it from a dozen different starting 
points. However it is tried, it is a crying shame that these splendid 
collections exist outside of their proper home. It’s a big challenge, but 
t is one I am sure the ASLA can meet if it bends its back into the 
chore. (Continued on Page 24)

Scholarship Committee 

Miss Myrna Cox, Chairman, presented alternate plans (appended) 
for a scholarship to be awarded by the Association to an Arizona stu- 
dent entering the field of librarianship. One plan stipulated that the 
sum would be a grant, the other that the sum would be a loan. In the 
discussion which followed, Mr. Donald Powell questioned the Asso- 
ciation’s lack of any regular income of funds which might be used 
annually for scholarship purposes, and suggested that a definite amount 
be set aside for the beginning of a scholarship fund.

CERTIFICATION FOR SCHOOL LIBRARIANS’ COMMITTEE 

At a meeting of the Arizona State Board of Education held June 
22, 1955, certification for school librarians was authorized and filed 
with the Secretary of State and became effective July 1, 1955.

to promote those activities which the members indicate at this

(5) Request space for a consultants booth and an exhibit at 
the Arizona State Fair in order to present the status of 
library service in our state and how it can be improved 
by library extension. 

That the Association inquire as to what efforts the Southwest- 

ern Library Association has made to secure a grant which will 
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enable it to study the conditions within its region which are 
now holding back library development. That the Association 
endorse this project. 
That the Association sponsor a work conference during the 
1956-57 school year for school librarians. 
That a workshop directed to librarians of small public libraries 
be planned for the summer of 1956 or 1957.

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RECRUITMENT COMMITTEE 

The Recruitment Committee of ASLA, 1955-56, began its work with 
a survey of studies as indexed in Library Literature. Materials on the 
problem published prior to 1949 were excellently outlined by Abner 
Grimes in his article “Recruiting for librarianship: a selected bibliog- 
raphy 1940-1949” in the Wilson Library Bulletin, June 1949. We 
examined the available periodical references and requested certain of 
the pamphlets as examples of specific recruitment devices, a few of 
which are still in print. Since 1949 no bibliography has appeared, but 
articles on the local level are revealing, if not numerous. 

It occurred to us that the experiences within other states might be 
helpful, but this thought bore no fruit. According to Library Literature, 
eight state associations have at one time or another actively engaged in 
recruitment programs, but we were unable to obtain copies of a single 
report. The Colorado Library Association does not have a Recruitment 
Committee as such, Nevada appointed one for the first time this year, 
New Mexico has no comment at this time. Other association officials 
did not respond to our inquiry. 

A most effective statement on the topic was written by John F. 
Harvey for the June 1955 Wilson Library Bulletin, a one-page refere- 
ence entitled ‘How shall we recruit ?’’ You may know that Mr. Harvey 
is Chairman of the Joint Committee on Library Work as a Career, which 
is the profession’s national recruiting committee. We think the com- 
mittee’s brochure Paging Your Future succinct and meaningful, and we 
shall describe shortly how we used it in our own program. A copy is 
attached to this report. 

With this background of ideas the Committee formulated its plans. 
We decided to write to all the high schools and colleges within the 
state requesting publicity for the library profession. Using the 1955-56 
issue of the Arizona Educational Directory as a guide, we wrote high 
school librarians or superintendents, enclosing copies of Paging Your 
Future. We wrote college librarians or guidance officials, and asked the 
library schools of the West to send their catalogs to these institutions. 

Admittedly, a recruitment program never ends and much more can 
be done, but perhaps the most important thing to say, with Mr. Harvey, 
is that we must all recruit, by whatever method, for all we are worth.

SCHOLARSHIPS AND LOANS COMMITTEE 

The committee, to which was referred the matter of scholarships 
and loans, having considered the same, respectfully submit the follow- 
ing recommendations, which is the first of two proposed plans, for 
the consideration of the membership of the Association: 

1. That an award of $500 be made, each year that such a sum is 
available, for full-time study in an ALA-accredited library 
school. 

That to qualify for the award, the applicant

be a legal resident of the State of Arizona at the time appli- 
cation is made. 
have a degree from an accredited college, meet entrance 
requirements of the library school he desires to attend, and 
present a statement of provisional admission to said library 
school not later than February 1 of the academic year pre- 
ceding the one for which the award is granted. 
That preference be given to an applicant with library experi- 
ence, or one who is employed in an Arizona library at time of 
application. 
That the award be based on 
a. recommendations from three sources 
b. personal interview 
c. scholastic record 
That a committee of five librarians, employed in different types 
of libraries, be appointed by the President and approved by 
the Executive Board, to select the recipient of the award, an- 
nouncement of which is to be made not later than April 1 
preceding the academic year in which it is to be used. 
That the award be an outright grant if the recipient returns to 
work in an Arizona library for a period of at least one year. 
Should the recipient not return to a library in Arizona for at 
least one year, he be expected to repay the full amount within 
two years, interest free; if he has not paid in full by that time, 
he be charged 4% per annum on the unpaid balance. 
That any funds available for this purpose, above the amount 
of $500, be retained for a future permanent scholarship and 
loan fund. 


The committee, to which was referred the matter of scholarships 
and loans, having considered the same, respectfully submits the follow- 
ing recommendations, as its second proposal, for the consideration of 
the membership of the Association:

That a loan, up to the amount of $500 be made, each year that 
such a sum is available, for full-time study in an ALA-accredited 
library school. 

That the applicant for the loan 

a. be a legal resident of the State of Arizona at the time 
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application is made. 

b. have a degree from an accredited college, meet entrance 
requirements of the library school he desires to attend, and 
present a statement of provisional admission to said school 

3. That preference be given to an applicant with library experi 
ence, or one who is employed in an Arizona library at time of 
application. 

4, That a committee of five librarians, employed in different types 
of libraries, be appointed by the President, and approved by 
the Executive Board, to approve the application for the loan 

5. That the loan be interest-free for a period of two years, inter 
est of 4% per annum to be charged on any unpaid balance at 
the end of that time. 

6. That any funds available for this purpose, above the amount of 
$500, be retained for a future permanent scholarship and/or 
loan fund.

Finally, I propose a mutual aid project. In my Lewis history I 
intend to include as an appendix not a simple bibliography. Rather 
I want to include a source location guide. It will be a guide telling 
the honest researcher where he can find material, detailed material, 
on the many and various phases of Arizona life and history. 

In effect it will be the beginning of the exchange catalogue I have 
suggested. From it the ASLA can start on a half-yearly basis to bring 
out its current catalogue supplements. 

But I can’t possibly do this job alone along with the still staggering 
amount of research and writing ahead of me. So I appeal to the 
librarians of the state to prepare summary statements about their col- 
lections of Arizona material, listing individually the rarest items, sum- 
marizing in broader statements the commoner items. 

Plus — please, if you possibly can — statements about the private 
and museum collections in your area! 

Send them to me at 903 Spence Ave., Tempe, Arizona, before 
December 15th, 1956. I'll whip them into shape, and the exchange 
catalogue will be started. 

Not only will I thank you; so also will every other writer on 
Arizona subjects. And so, too, should everyone else in the state who 
is tired of the badly researched, erroneous material about the state 
that still is published all too frequently by authors who are either 
misguided or too lazy to dig for authentic source material. 

Again, thanks for all your help to date, and many thanks for all 
I'll be asking of you from now on.
